By "pets" the author here refers primarily to smaller animals, on whose care * 
there is little available information. There are sections dealing with horses and dogs 
but there are so many other books in those fields,that they are given short shrift. Cats 
come in here (though there are beginning to be enough cat books, at long last). Rabbits 
and rodents, birds and bugs, fish, amphibians, and wild animals not usually found in con- 
finement - this runs the gamut. Inevitably, the handling is somewhat cursory, but the text 
lives up to the role of a’ beginning book, with first steps on acquiring pets, suitable 
quarters, feeding, treatment of disease and accident, general care. Adequate. But for a 
superior pet book, see report on Dorothy Hogner's Odd Pets (Crowell) P. 580.

THE REAL BOOK ABOUT BENJAMIN FRANKLIN 


A serviceable, but not particularly inspired,biography of that most remarkable 
gcitizen, whose many skills and interests, canny ingenuity and bluff, withhold appeal for 
all ages. Franklin's "firsts" hold recurrent interest. Among his lesser known inventions 
was a musical instrument called the “armonica", composed of revolving drinking glasses, and 
sufficiently accepted in his time for Beethoven and Mozart to write music for it. There 
was a chimney damper, a ladder chair, a gadget (precursor to today's grocery shelf tongs?) 
designed for lifting books down from upper shelves. His unfamiliar exploits are given due 
emphasis along with his contributions to the cause of revolution and the new republic:- ? 
iis work as deputy postmaster to all British North America; negotiations for peaceful 
indian relations; direction of volunteers sent to disperse the blood-thirsty "Paxton boys"; 
ciplomatic manoeuverings on behalf of the Pennsylvania Assembly in regard to the demands 
of Penn's sons. Useful supplementary reading in history. I11'd.

THE REAL BOOK ABOUT COWBOYS 


An avalanche of Western lore and legend and lure which must include whatever 
more there :.s to be said of this land where the bloom is on the sage. There seem to be 
no possible omissions, as the chapters discuss the history of the rodeo, institutions 
yesterday and today, stories of longhorns, mustangs and vaqueros; days of the Chisholm 
Trail; brones and bronco busting; changes in ranching methods over the years; cowmen 
and sheep herders; different phases of the cowboys' labors. The glossary of cowboy lingo 
and the list of "did you know that's" provides a check on aspiring cowboys' knowledge. 
Mr. Gorham's hard-riding style is apt for the Western fan who likes his waddie-talk 
with war-whoops. Our chief question is, however, the one of age level. The material 
is aimed at an age group a shade above the fan level of chaps and pistols today. This 
might have some plus value for the "read to me about cowboys” group.

THE REAL BOOK ABOUT FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT 


A readable summing up of a great career, though at times one feels the anec- 
dotal handling of the family circle and friends is somewhat bland for so vigorous a 
subject. Thanks to the accessibility of material since his death, Roosevelt's story 
is already part of history, and this author had available more than did Rita Kleeman 
for her Young Franklin Roosevelt (Messner 1946) and Alden Hatch for his Franklin Roosevelt 
(Holt). She has used it competently, though her book is less distinguished writing 
than either of these mentioned. His personal as well as his public life is given full 
attention. His tremendous vitality, versatility and courage are evident from his 
youthful exploits, triumphs and hobbies, through his school years at Groton and 
Harvard, his first ventures into public life as a State Senator,successive steps to 
the Presidency, his part in national and global policies, his last years. Illustra- 
ted by Bette J. Davis.
